With respect to Section 101 rejection, want to discuss why proposed claim overcomes rejection because provides 
concrete result, in transmitting commands to visualization controller to throttle. 



Want to discuss to anticipation rejections, want to discuss why cited Alvarez and Koclane do not disclose the 
requirements added to claim 1 , in particular that virtualization controller mapping physical storage resources to 
virtual volumes in a virtualization tayer gathers performance data for a path and sends to a service level guarantee 
server and that the service level guarantee server determines whether the performance data for connections satisfy a 
performance criteria, arid if not sends commands to die virtualization controller to throttle I/O transmission through 
connections.
